Today when I got home, the mailman had left me an envelope from the bureau. 
I was a little surprised at the large number of cards, considering I did 
very little QSLing in the past while.

Who on earth needs a W card, 
especially W8? 


Now I really do enjoy getting these cards, especially cards from pleasant 
QSOs, but I'm really not in card collecting mode, and I've been QSLing 
relatively little lately partly because of time, and partly because I don't 
want to make folks feel obligated to reply. 


But now I'm wondering. Should I QSL DX 100%? I don't mind, it's not so 
tough to send a package to the bureau every so often. But I sort of assumed 
that the DX stations would find W cards just so much junk mail. What is 
happening here?

You will ALWAYS produce pages that load slowly. Goodman warns you of 
constructs that behave differently between the browsers. 


Some of the early versions of Front Page Express actually produced decent 
HTML, but it was real hard to make reasonable looking pages with them. 
Microsoft quickly got over the clean, simple, approach, however. 


And frankly, unless you want to do really fancy stuff, it takes about 10 
minutes to learn enough HTML to get by. If you do want to do fancy stuff, 
you can't do it with the HTML editors anyway. If you spend more than a half 
hour learning HTML, you are learning stuff that will break on one browser or 
another so cut that out! 


I should be a little more fair. It is actually possible to produce 
reasonable pages with Front Page (the pay version). However, it is very, 
very hard. At least an order of magnitude harder to learn, and perhaps 
twice as much work as simply typing the HTML into Notepad.

Another good editor for MSWin is VIM a VI clone, and if you are in UNIX I 
suggest VI or Emacs (Emacs is not for the faint of heart!) ;-) 


OK, that said my recomendation for HTML generation is Homesite by Allaire, 
www.allaire.com. Fundamentally it is a text mode editor with automation 
features to render HTML test __VERY__ quickly. A 30 day trial copy can be 
downloaded.

I agree with John but I bet your going to get 10 different opinions :-) 


If you really want to learn HTML I think you need to write it yourself using 
a text editor. If you're not interested in learning HTML itself, just 
creating Web pages, then I can't be of much help since I don't have much 
experience with HTML WYSIWYG (WhatYouSeeIsWhatYouGet) editors. 


I use Notepad ++ which is just a little bit fancier then Notepad in that it 
recognizes HTML files from the start along with some other niceties. I knew 
nothing about HTML when I decided to create some Web pages. I simply did 
some searches on the Internet for HTML and was able to create my own 
reference book from reliable sources on the Web. Once you see what is going 
on it is really quite simple. It is not another programming language. 


Notepad++ is freeware and can be downloaded from here:

I've been told by several experts that there are much better text editors 
then Notepad and that I shouldn't waste my time with it. They are probably 
right but I have become very comfortable with it (maybe because it's free). 


I have to admit that I haven't spent much time with WYSIWYG editors because 
I quickly realized that they make mush out of the HTML. In many cases this 
doesn't matter but if you are trying to learn HTML it will drive you crazy. 


My pages aren't very complex but I can very quickly make changes to them in 
Notepad++ and I can see what is going on in the HTML. Notepad++ and Paint 
Shop Pro (for image editing) are my only tools. Since learning HTML I was 
"volunteered" to create my department's Web pages for our Intranet at work 
(not my discipline). Last year I started teaching myself about Cascading 
Style Sheets and other fancy things to spruce up the pages a bit at work. I 
have found that a lot of this fancy stuff is rendered differently on 
different browsers. Luckily, at my work only Netscape is the "authorized" 
browser so it doesn't really matter I guess. 


In case you weren't aware, it is easy to view the HTML of an interesting 
site directly from Netscape and Internet Explorer. On Netscape simply go up 
to "View" and then to "Page Source" and a new window will open up showing 
the HTML. On Internet Explorer go up to "Edit" and select "Edit with 
Notepad". This will bring up Notepad and you can view the HTML. This way 
when you see a cool site you can get an idea of how they did it. This is 
difficult to do with many of the Java script and frame littered Web sites. 


I keep all of my Web pages on a Zip disk and I can quickly see the results 
of my hen scratch by opening the HTML files locally. Once everything is the 
way that I want it I upload them to the server. 


DISCLAIMER: I in no way consider myself a HTML expert so don't take my word 
for gospel. I'm only telling of my experiences with it and I have only used 
the Windows environment during my HTML activities. I still keep my handy 
homemade HTML reference guide with me when I need it. I guess I'm just a 
HTML hobbyist :-) It can get a bit addicting, just like QRP.

To really do HTML stuff, I recommend Pagebuilder - shareware download from 
www.tafweb.com with a 60 day free trial; You enter your own HTML, but it 
helps by formatting it and has lots of formatting controls - IT IS NOT 
WYSIWYG. It can display several pages together and will allow you to 
preview pages in either Netscape or Explorer. 


If you want a really plain vanilla editor, I recommend RogSoft NotePad + a 
freeware drop in replacement for Notepad. It handles multiple files, word 
wrap, and a few other nice features - it turns Notepad into a real editor 
and may be downloaded from http://www.mypeecee.org/rogsoft/ 


For ‘How to write HTML' information and a good reference, take a look at a 
book published by Sams called "Learn HTML 4.0 in 24 hours. It will get you 
up and running with a page in short order, and has info on advanced stuff 
like frames and Java too if you need it later. 


At times I want to create a quick page ‘sort of WYSIWYG' I create the 
initial document in MS Word, then save it as HTML, and bring it up in 
Pagebuilder to review it and fix those things I don't like.

It will help you do a lot of things but doesn't stuff your page 
code full of overload and junk. It also lets you code directly 
(text editor included). 


It lets you link to any browser you have on your system to 
evaluate your creation with multiple browsers. 


I've tried several of the "we'll do it for you" programs and have 
NEVER liked the results. 


Pick up a book or two on html. "Special Edition Using HTML 4" by 
Molly Holzschlag (QUE) and "Creating Commercial Web Pages" by 
Laura LeMay (SAMS) are the two main ones that I use. The first 
is used by the local community college as the basic HTML text 
book for their web course.

Hi Rod - 


I cured the chirp/whoop in my Sorta TT2 (it's actually a Little Joe built 
on a TT2 board using a 2N5321 final PA) by adding feedback caps in the 


general area of the xtal. Doug DeMaw commented that excessive feedback 
could cause chirps and he shows a one transistor xmtr using a 2N4401 in one 
of his books (QRP Notebook?) that uses a Pierce oscillator like the TT2 but 
with feedback caps installed. 


My Sorta TT2 uses the original Pierce oscillator of the TT2 with Doug's 
feedback caps, with the Little Joe circuitry tacked on after it. I get 
about 1.2W out using 12.6 volts and it DOES require an external 7 element 
low pass filter to tame the harmonics! It has a pi filter designed for 50 
ohms in and out on the board itself. Sounds nice though - very mellow 
tone. I used a 2N5323 PNP transistor as a switch only because it seemed to 
go with the 2N5321 final PA. :-)

My Kenwood TS-50 has a trimmer capacitor that has failed. It's in 
the VCO compartment and yes, there is no way to change the surface mount 
cap without taking the tiny board out of the copper box. 


I unsoldered the 4 tabs holding the box and sucked solder out of 
the 10 pin plug that carries signals in and out of the VCO compartment. 
Alas it didn't occur to me that the board has tinned holes, but it does. 
I sucked and wicked and did the best I could on 10 holes and tapped the 
thing came loose, bringing the plated through holes with it! There are 4 
lines comming in on top of the board under the VCO box. 


I need to make contact with those 4 lines. Only idea I have is to 
solder a tiny wire to the line and poke it down the hole. Put the thing in 
place with care and solder.

All, 


I gotta take objection (politely) to this "the only good html editor is a 
dead html editor" opinion espoused by several of the posts. First, I think 
you guys are doing a disservice to someone who likely just wants to put up a 
simple page with some links. Wading through HTML syntax isn't all that 
tough, I agree, but it sure can be tedious. A decent HTML editor takes a lot 
of the work out of it. Frankly, I don't see the value in learning HTML 
syntax if I can avoid it. Sure, if I did web pages for a living it'd bea 
different story. 


Second, I disagree with your (perhaps implied) assessment of Front Page 
Express (although I have seen absolutely horrid HTML editors--Ixla's WebEasy 
comes to mind). After having spent a little time learning Front Page Express 
(no more than I would learning HTML) I can put together a reasonable page 
including graphics and tables (but no frames--never tried that, but I hate 
frames anyway) pretty quickly--much faster than by handcoding HTML. Plus, if 
I need to, I can get at the HTML source and edit it by hand from inside FP 
Express. Okay, it's all straight static HTML, but that's all most of us 
need. 


As for code bloat, I again disagree. I put up a quick set of pages a couple 
of weeks ago, almost all text (very few graphics) 

(http: //home.earthlink.net/~digicircles/). I just took a look at the source 
code. Doesn't seem at all bloated to me. Frankly, you'll never even notice a 
little extra HTML in a web page when you're downloading it. It's the (often 
superfluous) graphics that kill you. 


I also disagree with the contention that HTML editors are more likely to 
produce HTML which is non-portable. The only trouble I've had with FP 
Express was with backslashes vs forward slashes in references, and that was 
my own fault for typing them wrong. Undoubtedly there are cases of which I'm 
not aware, but I haven't experienced them yet, and likely won't. 


BTW, the reason you see so many horrible web pages is that most people don't 
have a clear idea of how to communicate effectively. Web page authoring 
takes a combination of good writing skills and effective user interface 
design. Writing HTML by hand or any other way is no guarantee of achieving 


either. Too often the cute, gimmicky, or flashy is substituted for clear and 
easy to understand. I guess I see web pages as tools for communication, 
while some others see them as vehicles for self-expression. 


Okay, opinions are cheap, including mine. I just think you're not doing 
anyone any favors by declaring all HTML editors to be crap. I find FP 
Express to be entirely usable and adequate. 


My apologies, but I felt compelled to offer the dissenting opinion on this 
issue. Take it for whatever you think it's worth. Flame suit on... ;-)

Hi All: 


I've been working on my Warbler kit, and installed the SMT mixers late 
night. I seem to have stumbled across a quick and easy way of soldering them. 
I had accidentially flowed a HUGE blob of solder across all of the pins on one 
side of a SA612. Thinking that it was going to be a tremendous pain to remove 
it, I whipped out the solder-wick, and applied some heat. I lifted the wick 
just as the solder started to flow, and, Voila! All of the pins were perfectly 
soldered, and no bridges, either! 


So I dropped a big blob on the remaining '612's, used the same technique, 
and had all of the leads securely fastened in less than a minute. 


Perhaps I've merely re-invented the wheel, but it worked well for me!

I have been writing Web pages since 1994 and offer 
a few suggestions to the would-by HTML writer. 


Like others, I too suggest the KISS principle (as well 

as support the AnyBrowser campaign) and the "hand writings" 
of web pages using a simple text editor. That is way I 
have been writing since the beginning (except for a brief 
foray into FrontPage when a former employer required it -- 
but even then I still would cut and paste in my own stuff 
and work in the text editor part of FrontPage). 


I suggest the new writer to look at Dave Raggett's 
introductions to HTML writing, which have the following 
Web addresses. Start with 

http: //www.w3.org/MarkUp/Guide/Overview. html 

which is the basics on format and links. That alone will 
let you develop a web site with plenty of content. 
Follow this with 

http: //www.w3.org/MarkUp/Guide/Advanced. html 

to get more on using tables, pictures, and some of the 
formatting characters. And then, if you feel you must 
really get into styles, you can read his intro to 
cascading style sheets at 


http: //www.w3.org/MarkUp/Guide/Style 


Finally, a few guidelines from my experience -- 


- links to other QRP sites, etc., are a nice service, but 
if that is what you want to provide, BE PREPARED TO KEEP 
IT UP TO DATE. One of the biggest problems with the web 
is that sites come and go, and change their addresses. 
Too many web link pages are out of date and useless. 


- colored backgrounds with white or yellow text may 

look good on the screen, but they won't print worth a 
darn. White text will print a blank page, and yellow 
text will be such a light shade of gray that it is still 
a waste of paper. 


- lots of people still dislike frames. I don't use them 
because, unlike their intention, I can't navigate through 
them and I never know where the page I'm looking at is 
really located (which I like to know for later....) 


- please do not force tables or frames to be bigger than 

640 pixels wide. There are still plenty of limited users 

out there AND (this is a big beef with me) many printers 

will chop off text or pictures that are forced in the 

web page to be wider than roughly 680 pixels or so. I just 
printed some stuff from a web site today that chopped off the 
right inch or so of text off each page because the format 
specified something larger than the NT drivers and my modern 
laser printer here at work would print. 


I'm sure I could think of more, but I'd better stop there. 

I like the web for distributing content. But that can easily 
be horribly done, which unfortunately is what the bulk of 

the web sites do..... 


Back to QRP and Radio -- the Right Stuff!

How thick is the insulating coating on your van? 


Possibly one of the big multimagnet mounts might work for you. If the 
coating isn't too thick, the magnets will have a decent grip on the 
underlying steel. Also, the magmount couples capacitively to the van body, 
so the thickness of the insulation will affect the effective capacitive 
coupling. I would go with the four magnet mount, unless someone has a five 
magnet mount. You want maximum grip and maximum coupling capacity. 


Anyway, it's a no penalty approach. 


If you need better grounding, you could run wires from the magmount to 
ground lugs mounted in the door wells. This would give direct grounding 
without putting holes in the roof.

The entry level old receivers often were ac/dc sets as all 5 tube AM radios 
were in the 50's. Don't butcher such a radio to add an AC isolation 
transformer inside, rather buy one that has an AC outlet on it, and operate 
the radio from that. 


Hallicrafters S 38's and similar entry models, (low cost $49.95), had 
chassis isolated from the metal cabinet, but Capacitor coupled enough to 
induce 65 volts on the case. Also, if you plugged in AC /DC sets the wrong 
way around, (all power plugs were two prong in those days), you could end up 
with the neutral blade going to the hot side of the outlet. This would put 
115 VAC on the case of such radios. 


With the slight modification of using large side cutting pliers, and 
splitting the neutral blade, and widening it, you can prevent the original 
plug from entering the wrong side of the AC outlet. This is a pretty 
minimal impact on keeping the resale value of the old radio. You could 
change out the plug to modern 3 pin type, but then you have lost the 
authentic unmodified state, and cannot get full resale for the radio. You 
can be true to the historical accuracy of the set and safe. 


Most of the upper priced transmitters and receivers used conventional power 
supply via an AC transformer, thus models such as Hallicrafters S 85, SX 99, 
100 and on up are much safer, and might be the ones to collect if you are 
not familiar with tube radios and high voltage or hot chassis 
considerations. 


Be aware, there can be leakage in some metal can cased transformers from 

voids in the insulation potting tar over the years. This was found in a DX 
20 transmitter, aS a Snapping sound near the top of the can, and a good arc 
source noise in a nearby receiver. Short of repotting the transformer, the 


only fix would be isolating the transformer can from the chassis, and 
putting a Plastic or fish paper cover on it for shock protection.

The response to this message doesn't warrant a flame. Most internet 
users these days don't know when flames are appropriate or what they are 
for - but I digress.... 


What this discussion is boiling down to is whether or not it is safe to 
drive and think or do anything else at the same time. Well, how many of 
us have had close calls, even though EVERYTHING was off inside our 
vehicle?? Everything meaning broadcast radio, cellular, ham, CB, 
scanner, etc. You were not consuming anything, changing tapes/CDs or 
looking at a map. You can get yourself into an accident simply thinking 
about something else - that bug in your program perhaps.... The only 
clear thing that that causes accidents is people getting into vehicles 
and driving. That's the only guarantee. Accidents can be simply caused 
by conditions outside our control. How many people are part of an 
accident they didn't cause?? So, where does this leave us?? Using our 
INTELLIGENCE! ! 


There are times while driving I won't even answer a call on UHF simply 
because traffic is bumper to bumper going 15 mph. I see more accidents 
happen on Southern California freeways under 25 mph than at any other 
speed. When the road is clear, the cruise control is set and I have 20 
car lengths between vehicles, then I would consider it safe to use the 
rig(s). It doesn't matter what the mode is, they all take the same 
amount of brain power to process what I'm hearing. How do I know this?? 


I drive approx 30K miles per year - easilt twice what most people drive. 
No I'm not saying I have better reflexes than anyone else, I just simply 
have enough experience to determine when it's safe to use the rig(s). 


Your truck driver analogy is simply wrong in comparing to running CW 
mobile. Trying to compose messages while under way using a phone, 
laptop, PDA is very different than running CW. There's only three 
choices while running CW -dit, dah and a space. Nothing else..... Ask 
your officer friends that have a data terminal in their cars and see if 
they type while driving. The answer will be a resounding NO. 


So, where does this leave us?? Hey, if you can safely do it, then go 
ahead. If your not comfortable then don't. Just don't pass judgement on 
folks who can safely do something you can't or simply are not interested 
in. It's been an interesting discussion! !
